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(:i*C^^j£0) Hlroyoshl Ohashi: Nomen- 
clatural note on some taxa of Leguminosae. 

In the course of my studies on Asiatic plants of Leguminosae, I encountered 
some nomenclatural problems to be settled. The purpose of the present note is 
to publish the following five new combinations and one new name.

According to Wang and Tang (1955), E. tuberosum Wang et Tang differs from 
E. chinense Vogel in the shape of tubers, the degree of pubescence in leaves, 
and the length and shape of calyx-teeth. In the genus Eriosema, however, the 
name E. tuberosum had already been used by A. Richter in 1847 for a plant of 
Ethiopia, E. Africa, which is a quite different species from Crotalaria tuherosa
